Army Asks 


Easement For 


Sewer Line 


The arm y this week sought an 
easem ent from the City of Palm 
Springs granting them the priv­ 
ilege of surveying and construct­ 
ing a sew er line along and in cer­ 
tain street rights-of-w ay from the 
Torney Hospital 
to 
the arm y’s 
proposed new disposal plant out 
^ 
on Section 19, south of the new 
airport, 
and 
giving 
the arm y 
perm ission to dig up said streets 
for th e purpose of laying the 
sew er pipe. 
The arm y w rote its ow n perm it, 
which it asked the city to O. K. 
However, in view of the fact the 
docum ent, as prepared by arm y 
legal minds, included no agree­ 
m ent which would hold the arm y 
responsible 
for 
repairing 
the 
city's streets to their original con­ 
dition after th e sew er line has 
been put in, the city council de­ 
clined to pass on the m atter w hen 
it m et Tuesday afternoon. 
In­ 
stead, the arm y's instrum ent was 
referred to the city attorney to 
study, w ith instrutcion to add a 
T k clause protecting the city if he 
*■» feels it is necessary. 
Presented to the city in con­ 
nection with 
the 
Torney Hos­ 
p ita l’s sew er project, to be built 
im m ediately, the proposed “su r­ 
vey 
and 
construction 
perm it" 
which the arm y asks the city to 
pass on, comprises a strip some 
15 feet wide running from the 
.hospital to the site of the sew­ 
age disposal plant. 
The sewer 
line w ill be built along this ease­ 
m ent. 
By th e wording of the perm it, 
the route of the arm y sew er line 
w ill be as follows: 
185 feet east 
along Tam arisk Road to Avenue 
D e Los Caballeros, south along 
A venue De Los Caballeros to 
A lejo Road, east on Alejo Road 
across Sunrise Way and along 
th e north boundary of section 13 
one m ile east to the section cor­ 
ner, then south one m ile along 
th e east line of Section 13 one 
mile to Ramon Road, east along 
th e north side of Ram on Road 
to a point opposite lot 5, section 
19; h ere the sew er line crosses 
Ramon Road and enters private 
property on Section 19. 
The 
arm y's 
sew er 
disposal 
plant w ill be located south of R a­ 
mon Road on Section 19, south 
of the Ferrying Comm and Base 
an d th e new airport, w hich are» 
located in Section 18. 
The site 
is one and a half m iles from the 
high school or any homes, and 
engineers state the plant will be 
absolutely odorless and w ill be 
beautifully landscaped so as to 
hide all evidence of a sew erage 
plant a t that location. 
Cost of 
the sew er system and disposal 
plant w ill be betw een $150,000 
and $200,000; and it w ill take 
care of 100 gallons per person 
per day for a population of 8,000. 
A fter clauses to protect the 
-city have been added to the ease­ 
m ent perm it sought by the arm y, 
it w ill probably be oked by the 
city council at its m eeting W ed­ 
nesday night of next week. 
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City Adopts 
New Business 
License Ord. 


Designed prim arily to 
clarify 
and sim plify the old ordinance 
and its m any am endm ents, and 
also 
m aking 
several 
slight 
changes in 
the 
form er regula­ 
tions, a new business license or­ 
dinance (No. 
119) 
was adopted 
by the city council Tuesday eve­ 
ning. 
The 
new 
ordinance 
reduces 
the fee for trailer parks from one 
dollar 
per 
trailer 
space to 50 
cents p er space w ith a minim um 
of $12. The form er m inim um was 
also $12, but as most of the trail­ 
er parks have forty, fifty o r more 
trailer spaces, the new license fee 
represents quite a reduction. 
It reduces the fee for art gal­ 
leries from $24 to $12 per year. 
Several new classifications of 
business 
not specifically 
m en­ 
tioned in the old ordinance were 
included in the new one. 
Most 
im portant among these is heat­ 
ing and refrigeration sales and 
service. 
The last day on which discount 
paym ents of business license fees 
can be m ade was changed from 
July 1st to June 30th. This is a 
m atter of bookkeeping and was 
for the purpose of placing the 
discount paym ent deadline in the 
old fiscal year. 
O rdinance No. 119 repeals the 
original business 
license 
ordin­ 
ance and its 11 am endm ents and 
includes the im portant points of 
all of them . 
Several clarifica­ 
tions in wording w ere effected. 
The 
new 
ordinance 
discon­ 
tinues sem i-annual paym ents of 
business 
license 
fees. 
H ence­ 
forth, the entire am ount of the 
license is due and payable on or 
before Ju ly 1st.

Urging every man, woman and 
child in Palm Springs to hasten 
the day of victory by salvaging 
needed 
scrap 
m aterial. 
Mayor 
Frank V. Shannon today pledg­ 
ed full support to the local sal­ 
vage campaign. 


“By turning over to th e salvage 
com m ittee of Palm Springs every 
available pound of old materials, 
we 
can 
m ake 
a 
direct 
and 
helpful contribution to our na­ 
tional victory effort. 
"Every 50 pound of steel means 
another 105 mm. shell; a discard­ 
ed doorknob w ill help m ake doz­ 
ens of cartridge cases; 26 tons 
of steel will m ake another tank. 
“I call upon every resident to 
search his home carefully from 
cellar to attic, looking for scrap 
iron and steel, copper, brass, zinc, 
alum inum , rubber, rope, burlap. 
Every one of these m aterials is 
needed today by American indus­ 
try for m anufacture into weapons 
and equipm ent 
for 
our 
armed 
forces. 
“There are m any tons of va­ 
luable scrap in Palm Springs. We 
must collect every pound of it 
and see that it gets into Amer­ 
ica's w ar plants. 
Our steel mills, 
tank 
factories, 
shipyards, a ir­ 
plane plants and other w ar indus­ 
tries are already exceeding their 
form er production records. 
We 
can help them attain even higher 
production by sending them all 
the scrap m aterial we can find. 
“As you 
search 
for scrap in 
your home, rem em ber that the 
scrap you are looking for will 
give 
o u r 
arm ed 
forces 
more 
weapons to win a quicker vic­ 
tory,” M ayor Shannon conclud­ 
ed. 
Method of Disposal 
As to how and w here to turn 
in your scrap in Palm Springs, 
here is the method: 
In this com­ 
m unity the collection and dispos­ 
al of salvagable scrap is being 
handled by the city w aste dis­ 
posal departm ent, under the di­ 
rection of Superintendent Chas. 
J. Burket. 
Im portant item s of scrap are 
all strategic m etals such as scrap 
iron 
and 
steel, 
copper, 
brass, 
lead, zinc and alum inum ; also 
rubber, rope, rags, burlap sacks 
and unbroken bottle. 
These m a­ 
terials m ust be separated from 
the regular trash 
and 
garbage 
and should be placed in boxes or 
other containers along side the 
garbage or trash can. 
They will 
be collected by the city waste dis­ 
posal trucks 
on 
their regular 
routes and collection days. 
No effort should be made by 
the citizen to segregate the var­ 
ious types of salvagable m ater­ 
ials. All salvage m aterials should 
be placed together in one con­ 
tainer; garbage and o th er non­ 
valuable trash in the regular gar­ 
bage can.

The school trustees have in ter­ 
viewed four applicants thus far.

The offices and boards in Palm 
Springs, Beaum ont and San J a ­ 
cinto w ere thus affected.

the men wear are all right—and 
most im portant of all—if the men 
can stand it and be the most ef­ 
ficient fighters. 
"Can Stand Anything" 
“If they can stand it, they can 
stand anything. 
The idea is to 
break the men here with tough 
training 
and 
then 
send them 
somewhere 
that 
conditions or­ 
dinarily would be hard, but in 
comparison to this will be soft.” 
During the maneuver period, 
movement of supply and troop 
convoys will take place at night 
in blackout. 
Troops will be divided into Red 
and Blue forces and tactical prob­ 
lems of defense and attack will 
be fought out under conditions 
as close to real war as it is pos­ 
sible to create short of actual 
shooting.

A basic county tax rate of $1.76 per $100 valuation is guaranteed 
by the preliminary county budget and may be even less after the 
board of supervisors completes action on the budget today.

Total Eclipse of 
Moon Tuesday 
A total eclipse of the moon— 
one of nature’s stranges phenom­ 
ena—was visible in Palm Springs 
4 p. m. Tuesday evening. 
The eclipse could be seen'on 
every continent except Australia. 
At 6:02 p m., Pacific war time, 
the sun began casting the earth’s 
shadow on the moon. The eclipse 
ended at 11:34 p. m., Pacific war 
time. 
Villagers, as well as all resi­ 
dents of the Pacific coast, missed 
the first stage of the phenome­ 
non, as the eclipse began before 
the moon had risen. In the early 
stage the moon appeared only 
slightly grey. 
Although the moon approaches 
the earth's shadow quite closely 
at every full moon only occasion­ 
ally does it actually enter it.
